Bif Force of Rebels Now in 


Front of Place and 


Soon to Attack. 


El Paso, Texas. Feb. 3.—With rebels 


advancing and the town completely 
hemmed In, Cluad Juarez. Mexico, must 
fall when the rebels demand Us sur- 
render. 


With both railroads cut 
south of 


the town and all wires down, the na- 
tional capital of Mexico is unable to 
give relief.. Even the state capital is 
cut off from the beleagured city a.nd 
800 or 1.000 rebels can take it at their 
pleasure, as it is defended by but about 
300 men. 


It is reported this morning the town 


will be taken between S and fi o'clock 
this afternoon after the foreign con^ 
mils have had a proper notification of 
the attack.

olution covering 
direct elections of 


senators was impending. 


As the ship bill was offered as a 


substitute for a pending measure two 
roll calls were necessary and on each 
roll call the result was a tie. thirty- 
nine votes for the bill andthlrty-nlne 
votes against It. 


After each roll cart had been tabu- 


lated, the vice president voted in the 
affirmative and saved the day. Each 
time the vice president announced 
that "the chair votes In the affirma- 
tive" there was a feeble, round o! 
applause from the galleries. 


In view of the strong opposition to 


the legislation which developed yes- 
terday. It is freely predicted that It Is 
us dead as if It had been defeated in 
the senate' for house wilt hardly dare 
to pass it.

He voted for the so-called "free ship" 
amendment of Senator Stone of Mis- 
souri, which sought to admit foreign- 
built vessels owned In America to free 
registry when *uch vessels are intend- 
ed for the deep-seat trade and not for 
coastwise traffic. 


Democrats Line Vp. 


Under Senator Shlvely's leadership, 


the democrats of the senate made a 
better showing than they have on any 
other vote in the Sixty-first congress. 
Every democrat present voted against 
the bill and for every amendment In- 
tended to modify the bill. There was 
one fly in the democratic ointment, 
however, and that was the absence of 
Clarence W. Watson, the new demo- 
cratic senator from West Virginia, .who 
"got 
In bad," very bad. in fact, on the 


day he took the oath of 
office and 


within a few hours after the oath was 
administered to him as the successor 
of Senator Elkins. 


Senator Watson, who is a multimil- 


lionaire, and ,a man of luxurious hab- 
its, remained in the senate awhile and 
then went out to a dinner with a party 
ot West Virginians, who had come to 
see him take the oath.

high-toe last" for men's shoes on which

tions Prepare Bill for - 


Legislature 


A PROGRESSIVE MOVE 


Trenton, K. J.. Feb. 1.—Through mu- 


nicipal conventions, organized during 
the last month, representative delffn- 
tlonc of butlness men and other citi- 
zens of. eighteen of the most prominent 
municipalities In New Jersey, will »sk 
the present legislature to permit urban 
voters In this state to choose between 
the present form of city government, 
through a m«yor and common council, 
and the commission plan. 


A bill, embodying the best features 


of the Des Molnes Idea, with amend- 
ments proposed by advocates 
of an 


even more democratic plan. Is now In 
the hands of a committee composed of 
a representative from every city of Im- 
portance In the state, and the measure 
will be put before the legislature In the 
course of a few days. 


Combining with the plan of city gov- 


ernment by commission, the 
referen- 


dum *nd recall, by which unfit officials 
may be removed during their term of 
office by popular vote, the bill will be 
one of the most radically progressive 
measures ever put before a New Jersey 
legislature. 
Even at that, the advo- 


cates of the measure are not unhopeful 
of Its passage this year. 


Charles Deshler, of New Brunswick-, 


president of the state convention on 
commission plan of government, de- 
clares the work undertaken by the In- 
tercity committee to be the most pro- 
gressive effort ever put forth in the 
interest of really efficient city govern- 
ment In New Jersey. 


The proposed bill makes It optional 


with any city In the state under which 
form of government it shall operate. 
A fe\v minor changes will probably be 
made before the bill finally goes before 
the legislature, but the measure as now 
framed In the hands of the state-wide 
committee virtually covers the entire 
project. 


Instead of councllmen elected from 


wards, the city would .-chose five com- 
missioners-at-large, 
whose 
terms 


would begin on the third Tuesday In 
April, following their election. ' The 
manner of ' choosing these 
officials 


would be an innovation for New Jer- 
sey. 


Party lines would entirely disappear 


In the municipal campaign. 
At the 


primaries any citizen with a petition 
signed by twenty-five fellow-citizens 
can become a candidate for commis- 
sioner. The ten highest candidates In 
the primaries are put on the ticket at 
the general election. There is but one 
ticket In the field, and from this the 
five polling the highest number of 
votes are elected as members of the 
commission. The mayor is chosen by 
the commissioners from one of their 
number, but has no power of vetoi and 
every resolution or ordinance passed 
must be signed by at least three com- 
missioners.

penses of the city. 


It further provides for the manner 


In which.the elections of commission- 
ers shall bs conducted. The municipal 
election is held In the spring-, separate 
from 
county and, state campaigns,' 


which occur in the fall. Ten per cent, 
of the registered voters ot any munici- 
pality may petition the city council for 
an election to adopt or reject the com- 
mission plan at any time, and council 
must appoint a Tuesday within sixty 
days o£ the rece'ipt of such petition.
